The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest contacting a copper surface roughened by contact with an 
adhesion promoting composition of oxidizer, pH adjuster and topography modifier with the 
sulfur containing compounds of claim 1. The explicit requirement of contacting said 
roughened copper surface excludes treatment of "black oxide" materials such as the process 
of US 5861076. The recited limitation in claim 35 of providing a clean copper surface and 
then contacting said clean copper surface as a definite method step is construed as 
excluding processes wherein the contact of the adhesion promoting composition and a clean 
copper surface is incidental such as incidental formation of clean copper areas during 
treatment with said adhesion promoting composition. The prior art fails to teach or suggest 
adding the thiol compounds of claim 41 to a copper surface adhesion promoting composition 
comprising an oxidizer, pH adjuster and topography modifier.
